darkeneſſe to appeare firtcene 
tymes bigger then it was, and the 
obſcuration beeing but the ſixte 
parte of one popnt, is a thing of 
none account at all, as the ſe⸗ 


quell ſhewed . Foz that ſmall in-- 


fluence 
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influence that it had, began the ſtrt 
gay of Tulp, laſted two monethes, 
and ended the ſeuenth of Septem⸗ 
ber following in the ſame peare. 
Wherefoze the effectes thereof can 
not by any A#irologicall reaſon be 
deferred till Pay 1583, and ſo cons 
tinue a peare. Thus is there ney⸗ 
ther god no2 bad can bee aſpected 
from this Ecclipſe.

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this Confunction poztended, it 
were moze reaſonable and conue⸗ 
nient, that Liberati the Italian, 
ſhaulde rather admoniſch the kings 
Lorne of France, and Italy his toun⸗ 
try, then thꝛeaten the realme of 
F:s/ad thereby. Foꝛ that in the 
perc of our Loꝛd 1524. after the like 
Coniunction in Piſces, the French 
king was taken pꝛiſoner, at the 
ſtege of Paui, by the Duke of Bear- 
bon: which in diſpight of the Car⸗ 
dinall Wolſey, went to Nome, be⸗ 
ſieged the Citie, his Souldiers 
ſact and ſpoiled it, the Pope d2tuen 
to fly to pᷣ taſtle of S. Ag elo, wher 
hee tontinued long in calamitpe. 
The ſeconde peare after „was a 
peace concluded betweene F- 
land and France, the fi't peare fol⸗ 
lowing was the newe 7 eftament 
tranſlated info Engliſhe by i- 
liam I indall , and pꝛinted: the ſixt 
pear following, the Pope was bas 
niſhed. and luite to the courte of 
Nome loꝛbidden, andthe ſame year
